Herr von Simons’ Speech. 


d ‘London, March 1. 

- The German counter-proposals were .presented by Herr von 
Simons, who said that after deducting the reparation already paid 
from the fifty milljards gold marks, which was-the capitalised value 
ofthe Paris annuities, thirty milliards remained, which should be 
raised by International Loans. Germany would at first issue a 
Loan of aight milliards, offerable by subscription on low interest in 
all international markets, being oxempt from taxes in all the issuing 
countries Germany guaranteeing service and redemption. Further- 
more, Germany in the next five years would pay an annuity.of a 
milliard gold marke and was also ready. to co-operate in the 
reconstruction of the devastated areas. The German Government 
considered that theso proporals fully. covered the principle of giving 
the Allies participation in Germany's economic improvement, which 
the Allies sought to secure by a tax on German exports. : 


A Fuller Statement. 
Later. 

Herr von Simons, in his statement to the Conference, declared 
at the outset that the Paris proposals wore impracticable, economic- 
ally. and financially. Germany was prepared to go to the limit of 
possibilities in the event of her economic improvement, but any 
lesser deduction than twenty milliards, which was Germany's 
estimato of reparations already paid, would necessiatte payments 
exceeding anything reasonably expectablo of her economic improve- 
ment. He suggested the appointment of a mixed Commission of 
Experts to ascertain the exact value of the reparations paid. Since 
it was impossible to raise to total payable after the foregoing 
deduction by'a'single International Loan, Germany would - begin 
financing part by insuing eight. milliards, the redemption of which 
would begin after ‘five years with one per cent., rising by 1% per 
cent, annually, Germany guaranteeing the holders the security 
necessary for service of the Loan. we 

Herr von Simons said Germany’ payment of five annuities would 
be covered by deliveries in kind, based on free intercourse for Ger- 
man and ‘Allied industries. The value of Germany's. work in recon- 
structing dovastation should he reckoned against annuities. The 

- amount of Gormany's reparation debt not immediately; covered by 
the Intornational Loan should carry five per cent. interest, against 
which interest the five annuitios should be reckoneg, to May Ist. 
1926. The amount of interest remaining uncovered should be added 
to the Capital Account on May Ist, 1926, without calculating com- 
pound interest. All further provisions for financing the remaining 
reparation debt by Germany should-be reserved for future arrange- 

- ments, especially as regards redemption, which would not begin 
before May 1st, 1926, Additional instalments would be financed by 
means of International Loans. 

Herr von Simons said the conditions of Article 431 of the Treaty 
cof Versailles, namely the withdrawal of the troops of occupation, 
would operate when the payments defined in the foregoing two 
sections were made. All payments still to be made by Germany 
under Parts VIII and IX of the Treaty of Versailles, namely repara- 
tions and financial clauses, shall be considered made, also the 
delivery of the proceeds from destroyed war materials, and Ger- 
many’s obligation to submit to liquidation’ and the retention of 
German private property in Allied. countries. 

Herr von Simons concluded:—“In offering the foragoing pro- 
posals, it is understood that if the plebiscite in Upper Silesia decide 
in favour of Germany, and Upper Silesia remain German also, the 
commerce of the world bo freed of existing impediments and 
economic freedom and equality of rights be established throughout.”

After Herr von Simons had presented his long statement of the 
counter-proposals proposed and read a detailed memoranda, Mr. 
Lloyd George interposed and said that if Herr von Simona thought 
it worth while to put in documents he could do so, but in view of his 
general declaration Mr. Lloyd George could not conceal from him 
that the German Government appeared to have acomplete mis- 
understanding of the realities of the position. The Allies had already 
agreed that the proposal made was one that they could not examine 
or discuss ag an alternative to the Paris proposals. : » 


“Ludicrously Inadequate ”.

: The Allies, especially the French and Italians, are considerably 
gurprised at tho ludicrously inadequate German counter-proposals, 
which,summarised,mean that £1,500,000,000willbepayablein 32 years, 
compared with the- Paris decision of £11,300,000, payable in 42 years, 
plué the export tax. Indeed, M. Briand opined that the acceptance 
of such an offer would mean that the Allies would be paying their 
own debts. .. The belief that this is not the final word and that Ger- 
many is willing to make concessions has not improved the unfavour- 
able impression created, It'is universally realised that turther 
negotiation on the basis thereof will be futile. ;

Sanitary Board Discussion. 


At the fortnightly meeting of 
the Sanitary Board held yester- 
day afternoon, there was con- 
siderable discussion over an out- 
break of rinderpest in a cattle 
shed at Chu Liu. A report was 
submitted by Mr. Mackenzie, the 
Colonial Veterinary Surgeon, but 
no mention was made of the num- 
ber of cattle affected by the 
disease, , 

Mr. G. R. Sayer presided over 
the. meeting, and those present 
were Dr. W. W. Pearse (Medical 
Officer of Health), Hon. Mr. T. L. 
Perkins, Mr. G. C. Alabaster, Dr. 
Koch, Dr. Ozorio, Mr. S. W. Tso 
and Mr. C. M. W. Reynolds 


@ | (Secretary). 


Dr..- Ozorio asked what mea- 
sures had been taken to secure 
the inoculation of cattle found to 
be infected with rinderpest? 

The Chairman replied that one 
jof the cattle owners had secured 
serum and, he understood, was 
inoculgting his cattle. 

Mr. Alabaster: What are the 
others doing? 

The Chairman replied that he 
had received no further informa- 
tion on that point. 

Dr. Ozorio urged that the 
Board should go into’ the matter 
very thoroughly. Personally, he 
considered the outbreak a bless- 
ing in disguise because it showed 
up the defects “of the present 
system of notification. He con- 
sidered that the bye-laws should 
be modified to such an extent that 
rinderpest should be placed on a 
similar footing in regard to notifi- 
cation as infectious diseases. He 
believed that at the pregent time 
owners were: not compelled to 
report any cases that might occur. 
If notification of rinderpest was 
placed on a similar basis to that 
of infectious diseases then they 
would be. able to prevent cattle 
moving from an infected area to an 
uninfected one, and thus prevent 
the transmission of rinderpest 
germs, Dr. Ozorio. drew. attention 
to Section 11 of the bye-laws in 
which it. was provided that the 
Colonial .. Veterinary Surgeon 
should visit ‘all premises where 
animals were kept, and said that 
before they could ask the Veterin- 


‘lary Surgeon to do this the Board 


must. first of all be aware that 
such disease existed. If they placed 
the onus on cattle owners to re- 
port any cases that ‘occurred 
both the Board and the Veterinary 


tion to’ tackle the question. 

considered that the [ 
Veterinary. Surgeon should © be 
‘more ‘get-at-able 50 that the 
owners of cattle who happened 
to discover. disease among their 
herds. could immediately com- 
municate with him -and ‘ask for 
his advice on paying a smali. fee. 
With regard to serum, which it 
was not: possible to,.gef on‘ the| 


recessary serum. - There ought to 
ve a stock available to all cattle 
owners who might need it, It 
had been a custom in the past to 
treat these cases confidentially 
with the idea that if it was spread 
abroad too much that the disease 
existed, while doing no. particular 
good, they might be doing a great 
deal of harm to a business which 
was coping with the disease in 
every way. In this case they 
knew that the farms affected, or 
one of them at least, had asked 
that it should be informed when- 
aver an outbreak took place, and 
he thought that the request was 
réasonable. In fact he was of the 
opinion that both. requests were 
reasonable—that they should 
know when there were neighbour- 
ing outbreaks and that they 
should -be able to obtain from 
some source. of supply in the 
Colony whatever serum they 
needed. : % 

The Chairman considered that 
the present bye-laws regarding 
notification quite met Dr. Ozorio's 
point. It was provided, under 
Section 14, that every person 
having in his possession or under 
his control an animal suffering 
from infectious disease should 
with all practical speed notify the 
officer in charge of the nearest 
Police Station. 

Mr. Alabaster: They do not 
mind whether you"tell the police 
of whom you tell. They want 
you to tell them. 

The Chairman replied that he 

was merely answering Dr. Ozorio's 
question. : ‘ 
“Dr. Ozorio said what he was 
driving at was that people would 
say that they did uot know these 
animals were suffering from the 
disease, and he urged that the 
Colonial Veterinary Surgeon 
should be more get-at-able. 

The Chairman replied that ithe 
Colonial Veterinary Surgeon was 
continually being called upon, and 
he happened to know that he had 
spent many days in giving all pos- 
sible assistance. ‘With regard to 
accessibility he pointed out that 
they had a-Veterinary Inspector 
within 100 yards of these particu- 
lar premises. He considered that 
the onys lay on the owners, but 
if the Board desire@to. make the 
bye-laws clearer, “hé would: be 
very glad to fall in with 
their wishes. 

Dr. Koch said he was strongly 
of the opinion that the onus of 
teporting. cases: rested with the 
owners. He quite agreed with the 
Chairman that ©the Colonial 
Veterinary Surgeon- was accessi- 
ble. He could not be expécted to 
go round every day looking for 
suspicidus cases of infectious 
disease. The, best‘plan would be 
to.penalise owners for not report- 
ing cases. :

upon the Government to supply 
things that might not be neces- 
sary for a long period. These 
outbreaks had only been of quite 
recent date. : . : 
- Dr. Pearse said he was sorry 
he could not. give the Board 
any idea of the cost of providing 
ant-rinderpest serum. He knew it 
wad not an easy matter to prepare 
serum and that it could only be 
prepared by people who thorough- 
ly understood it. It did not. ap- 
pear to him that it was a matter 
that the Government should be 
called upon to undertake inasmuch. 
as cattle-keeping- in the Colony 
was ‘certainly not a stable in- 
dustry. The Dairy Farm, for 
example, béing an extremely im- 
portant business concern from 
the public health point of view, 
hadfor many years past under- 
taken the preparation of its own 
anti-rinderpest serum, and unless 
the. farmer undertook to provide 
his own serum it was not likely 
that the serum would be efficient. 
If the Government undertook to 
provide it, it would involve main- 
considerable 


that 
the owners. 
found that for an insurance 
sive premium had be 
paid. Consequently farmers took 
the risk in sO many years of 
losing a number of their aninials 
rather than paying a high pre- 
mium for the sake of protecting 
their herd for one year. Every 
time they introduced new animals 
they would have to inoculate them, 
Most of. the farmers, in Kowloon 
particularly, were familiar with 
rinderpest, and they knew that 
there was a serum which rendered 
the animals more or less immune 
from the disease, but they were 
quite willing to go on year after 
year without adopting the system; 
and whey an outbreak did otcur 
they protested because the Gov- 
ernment had . not provided .them 
with serum and insurance which 
they themselves had neglected to 
do. .

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-|DEATH OF MRS. PLANT. 


Double Funeral To-day. 


’ Yesterday we recorded the 
death at sea, between Shanghai 
and Hongkong, of Capt. A. C. 
Plant, River Inspector under the 
Chinese Customs, and stated 
that Mrs. Plant, who was a pas- 
senger by the same boat as her 
husband, had been removed to 
hospital. It is now our sad duty 
to chronicle the demise of Mrs. 
Pjant, who passed away yester- 
day from pneumonia (the disease 
to which her husband succumbed) 
and shock. Capt. and . Mrs. 
Plant were on their way Home, 
on retirement, and they were 
taking with them two young 
Chinese girls whom they had 
adopted, It was at first intended 
that Capt. Plant’s remains should 
be embalmed and taken to Eng- 
‘but in view of his 
death there will 

double: funeral — at 

Happy Valley this evening. 
The funeral passes the Monument 
at 4.20 p.m.,, and in recognition of 
the great services rendered ; to 
British trade by Captain Plant 
and the fact that it was due to his 
ability and perseverance that the 
western part of China was opened 
to steamship traffic, a full atten- 
dance of the shipping com- 
munity is expected. In the face 
of expert opinion, which was 
against him, Captain Plant devot- 
ed his life to the problem. of the 
navigation of the upper reaches of 
the Yangtsze and overcame the 
many difficulties. He was first to 
navigate the rapids and reach 
Chunking by steamer and now a 
regular fleet of big steamers is 


regularly employed on -the run.f 


Captain’ Plant subsequently had 
charge of various stéamers adapt- 
ed after his own ideas for the 
business in which he had specialis- 
ed. Latterly he was in charge of 
the Maritime Customs .organisa- 
tion on the river.. As Inspector. 
of the Yangtsze he.was respon- 
sibje for the provision of a system 
of signals and ‘buoys as aids. to 
navigation through the gorges 
and. rapids of Ichang and Chun- 
king. He was also adviser to. the 
big shipping companies interested 
in the development . of trade « in 
that region. ; 
. By the wish of Admiral Sir 
Alexander Duff, K.C.B., the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the Navy is to 
be represented at the - funeral 
to-day, the late Captain Plant 
having rendered many services to 
His Majesty's gunboats. as_ pilot, 
ete, It is also hoped that 'as many 
members of the mercantile marine 
as can possibly do so will attend.

America's material interesta in 
the Far Enst are already con- 
sidorable, and they are growing 
apace, but she has other interesta 
there which far out-weigh the 
material ones: Alludirg first to 
Jopan, I would point out that 10 
years ago our total trade with 
that ‘country was $88,358,071, 
states Mr. Thomas W. Lamont, 
of Messrs. J. P. Morgan and Co. 
In tho year onding June 39, 1920, 
that game trado had growii to the 
proportions of $980,367,939. Of 
Japan's total’ export and import 
trade, approximately 40 per cent. 
is now with the United States of 
America. In the year 1919 over 


95 per coat. of Japan's valuable |- 


trade in silk was with the United 
States, . ° 


As to Japan, I would point out 
to you that that is a land which, 
despite its wonderful pictures- 
queness, the cleverness of its 
people, their heautiful artisanship 
and artistic instincts, is yet 
greatly undeveloped: The Japan- 
ese are exccedingly anxious to 
develop their country. They 
realise that now their roads aro 
‘very bad. Japan would like to 
have Amorican capital. to assist 
her in building a system of good 
roadg, in constructing interurban 
trolley lines. .She wants both 
American capital and Amorican 
material. The same holds true 
when it comes to the upbuilding 
of her factory and industrial 
system. Tho future of Japan 
economically depends upon her 
development of industry and 
manufacture, Agriculturally her 
development is restricted: less 
than 15 per cent. of her land 
being under cultivation, the 
balance of her territory being 
rocky and mountainous. 


Thorefore, Japan must become 
a strong industrial nation and 
ono exporting manufacturéd 
goods, ‘To reach that point of 
attainmont she greatly desires, as 
I soy, American capital, materials 
and co-operation. 


Next, take Siberia. That indced 
is a region that it ‘will repay our 
American manufacturers to study 
and to cultivate. To be sure, at 
the present timo itis under the 
sway of the, Sovict Government. 
But in Siberia Sovietism is not 
of tho Red type that it has been 
in Moscow ; but is a sober, rather 
restrained-movoment. To day it 
would appear perfectly possible 
for Americans to trade safely in 
Siberia.. John F. Stevens, the 
eminent American _ railway 
engineer, said to me. “Siberia 
is one of the graad granaries of 
the world.” It has for export 
great quantities of ‘wheat; hund- 
reds of carloads of hides were 
waiting means for export, Stevens 
said. The forests are of immense 
variety and value. With export- 
ablo products that can be made 
available on such a grand scale, 
it is manifest that in order to 
produce those commodics, tho 
very things that Siberia requires 
are best made in America— 
harvesting ‘machinery, mowers, 
reapors, tractors—and then more 
tractors, 


And last we conic to China. 
That, of course, offers the groatest 
single opportunity ‘for American 
trade in tho Far East. There, 
we have a chance — of 
doing <business not. with 
the 57%: million people which 
form Japan's population, or the 
13 million that make up Siberia’s, 
but with 400 million. Our total 
trade with China ten years ago 
was a trifle over $55,000,000. Last 
year it was over $371,000,009, but 
even with that growth of China’s 
total trade the United Stated had 
only 16/4.percent. Here is ample 
room for growth. ‘

ROOM TO GROW. 


“Mr. Pollock is concerned (and rightly so) for the convenience 

‘of Peak rosidents who Jind that tho service now piven by the Peak 
’ Tramway Company has become inadequate to moct the growing 
noeds of the Colony. Ho is asking a question’ about the matter in 
to-morrow's meeting of ‘the Legisiative, Council and if, because of 
his question, larger trams are placed on the track he will have 
earned tho gratitude of many: Butitis not in regard to the Peak 
tramway sorvice alone that the public services of this Colony neod 
improving. -One canpot point to any of our public services and say 
“Thore's something that is fully adequate’ to the times and 
conditions.” That may sound a sweeping statement, but, unfortun- 
ately, it is beyond serious contradiction, Our lower tramcars~- are 
- not terribly antiquated, itis true, but at limes they are hopessloly 
overcrowded, cdépocially in the nativo sections. “Strap-hanging” 
ig more often the lot of a nutive tramear patron than a. seat, and in 
wot woathor the accommodation for Kuropeaus is far too limited. 
Let us readily recognise that tho service is otherwise excellent ; the 
now track gives very comfortable riding, and there is little or 
nothing to grumblo at regarding the frequency of the service. Now 
cars are an expensive matter perhaps, but they will have to come 
and come quickly if the ‘Tramway Company is going to perform its 
proper functions uuder the Ordinance that granted it a monopoly. 
Take the case of the7Kowloon Berry. Long since. has it been 
recognised that the Star ferry boats ought to be scrapped—at least 
as ferry boats. -Any Kowloon resident can tell the Government of 
the overcrowding that daily takes place on the upper deck. There 
ia scarcely sitting room on the morning boats, there’ is not enough 
room during the tiffin hour, and in the evening when Kowloonites 
gave business it is often a case of standing. The other evening 
theze were about 209 passengers on the upper deck of ono boat alone. 
The Colony hag been promised bigger and better boats, but they are 
a-long time coming and meanwhile there is the inconvenience 

“it all, : 

Tho Colony as a whole needs a clearer. realisation that it is 
growing and that provision must be made for.expansion, We have 
ail become far too satisfied with services that were instituted years 
go to suit conditions then existing. The native ferry services need 
enlarging as badly as do the Muropean. Everywhere there is 
evidence of congestion and cramping. The cry for more business 
ae¢commodation in the City, for more adequate shipping facilitios, 
for motor buees in Kowloon, and for many other needed improve- 
riients. proves the truth of tho contention that Hongkong has grown 
too big for itself aa at present catered for. We want less of the 
policy of “can do” and more’ ofsthe spirit of “ must do.’ One 


" “yealiges that expansion lias to be paid for and must, necessarily, 


always lag a little behind requirements, but there should be enough 
frankness, also, to realise that at present tve are a long way behind 
in many things. There is a tendency right through the [ast to 


regard inadequac 8 being inevitable, to put up with make- 
shifts: for much longot period than we should elsewhere. That 


.tandency should be combatod wherever oncountered, fer it is one 
‘that leads to mediocrity anda low levol of efficioncy. 

: Give us larger Peak cars, better low-level cars, batter ferries— 
batter everything that has grown inadequate—and this British 
Colony of Hongkong will stand a much better chance in the com- 
mércial raco that is being run between all the Ports of the East. 
Wo shall have to exhibit & progressive spirit if we are oven going to 
progress; we.shall have to spend if over we are going to carn. We 
wish Mr. Pollock success in eny endeavour he may mako to im- 
prove the service to the Peak and we hope ho will lend his heartiest 
support to anything that tends to improve our services, either to the 
Peak, on the harbour or in Kowloon. A future gonoration will

T.K.K. Liner’s Cargo’

Fire broke out in the 
between decks of the aftorhold 


ofthe T.K.K. liner Korea Maru 


this morning at 820 omongst a 
cargo of hemp. Soon afterwards 
a general call was sent through 
to the Fire Stations of the 
Colony and two floats were 
quickly manned -and along- 
side the vessel, A dense volume 
of smoke ascended from the un- 
covored hatch of the afterhold, 
and gave the impression that a 
fierce outbreak had _ started. 


| Under the supervision of the 


Harbour Master (Lieut, Hake) 
and the Assistant Surperintendent 
of Police (Mr. Burlingham) a 
large volume of wator was poured 
into’the hold from the floata 
which for greater convenience in 
management were stationed on 
each side of the vessel. 
were sent down to locate the fire, 
but after some time the 
heat and volume of smoke became 
too intense to permit of further 
operations inside the. hold ex- 
cept from the hatch cover. 

There were some 300 bales of 
hemp taken aboard at Manila 
and with the hold well-filled with 
this inflammable material the fire 
waa prolonged well into the after- 
noon, without signs of diminution.

Wong Sing, a Chinese coolie 
in the employ of Messrs. Donnel- 
ly .and Whyte, wine merchants, 
wan to-day charged at the Police 
Court with having assaulted Jam

firm, on the 19th February. 
Other charges. were those 
of using threatening language 
(subsequently aménded to one of 
intimidation, under Section 2 of 
tthe @rdinance of 1920,) and of 
the larceny of two hottles of 
brandy.and ona bottle of Gordon's 
dry gin, the property of tho firm. 
In the alternative, Mr: G. N. 
Tineson, who prosecuted, preferred 
a charge of being in unlawful 
possesnion :of the liqnor. 

The compradore deposed that 
the defendant, who was an office 
csolie, abused. him with bad 
words, and had attempted to hit 
him with a piece of a packing 
cere. He also used a hammer 
and tried to use it on witness, 
who was also threatened with a 
violent death. This threat had 
been frequently uttered 
thes defendant as 
of reprisal. in the 
of his being dismissed by witnees.” 
In consequence of these threats, 
witness continued, “I was spr- 
jously- alarmed and- considered 
‘that he would carry out hia 
threat into effect if 1 dismissed 
him. Mr. Whyte had often su.- 
gested that- I should dismiss 
him? ; . 

In further evidence cit wan 
stated. that aa there, was-.a 
suspicion that the defendant was 
in possession of a revolver, the 
Police were’ informed and the 
compradore together with 28 
Police Sergeant went to the 
defendant's house in the Taiping:

Numerous police inside and outside the meoting prevented distur- 
bances,. The New York Times says that the meoting was organised 
by Germans and Sinn Feiners to protest agoinst the employment 
of French colqnial trogps on the Rhine. Subsequently. the 
opponenta of the meating formed a procession and were addressed by 
a commander of the American Legion, who said that their action 
showed that they were hundred per cent. Americans.
